A Good Figure Absolutely Essential For the 
Season’s Styles 
N 


EVER before to-day has fash­ 
ion been so imperative in de­ 
mand for a “good figure" ard 
a certain kind of a figure. The 
slim and the stately glide through the 
•treets, or grace the drawing-rooms. 
while the corpulent stifle in “stays” that 
girt them about in an iron embrace, 
reaching nearly to the knees. 
The let­ 
ter-box groans with missives from the 
heavy-weights praying 
for 
directions 
how to grew’ thin. 
It is this which leads me to have a 
heart to heart talk with them, and to 
give each the benefit of a wide expe­ 
rience. Let us then take up in turn the 
various methods used for flesh reduc­ 
tion. and discuss and analyze diet, baths, 
massage, exercise and the like. 


What WUl Diet Do? 
It will do little unless followed and 
persisted in with the greatest determi­ 
nation 
The number of regimes, from 
that proposed by the Englishman Bant­ 
ing, whose name has become synony­ 
mous with all attempts at flesh reduc­ 
tion through eating, to the last menus 
advanced, one and all reduce the food 
taken from one-third to one-half the 
amount which authorities state as that 
required by the ordinary human being. 
In short, they all reduce the victim to a 
state of semi-starvation. 
The one who 
attempts to follow them out soon wears 
a melancholy and anxious look, which 
is in direct contrast to the usually jovial. 
gay appearance of a fleshy person. 
Nature is sure to take her revenge 
after a time. Appetite asserts its sway 
The old love of fats, sweets and starches 
comes hack with redoubled vigor, and 
in a tithe of the time it took to lose the 


pounds which the cure accomplished. 
the flesh returns. 
While I am chary 
about recommending these special sys­ 
tems which have been de\ised by Ger­ 
man and French doctors, I do say that 
; much can he done to keep the flesh un- 
I der by a wisely regulated diet, 
j A WI*® Diet 
This would exclude all cereals, all 
desserts and sweets, all eating between 
'meals. 
Butter, milk, cream and eggs 
could be taken sparingly, if at all. These 
are the great fatteners, together with 
'bread and potatoes. 
Watch and regu- 
] late the amount of bread eaten and let 
; it be either toasted or stale bread.

The

recommended. The Turkish bath should 
lie given, so as to make the perspira­ 
tion very free. 
This is what is sup­ 
posed to carry off the fat. 
In my opin­ 
ion, w’hile the baths will keep dow*n the 
flesh and will reduce it somewhat, they 
cannot accomplish much unless taken 
too often and continued too long to be 
compatible with health. 
To keep the skin healthy and to re­ 
move the outer layers of the skin, soak 
in a hot bath, or take a cabinet bath or 
or I urkish bath once a week; but 
these taken only once a week will do 
little in the way of flesh reduction. 


What Will Ka***?® Do? 
I used to pin my faith greatly on the 
benefits 
that 
could 
be 
obtained 
by 
mean* of massage in removing fat; but 
I am of the opinion that not only does 
massage as ordinarily given not reduce 
the flesh, but tends rather to increase 
it. Massage to be of use in lessening the 
amount of fat deposited iii the tissues 
niU't be of the most vigorous kind. The 
fat deposit and the muscles under it 
must be so kneaded and molded that 
at first few can stand the mauling and 
the pressure. 
Many New York women 
with the spirit of martyrs have submit­ 
ted to the process, ana their hips have 
melted away and the change has been 
wonderful 
Not many who profess to give mas­ 
sage have either the strength or the 
knowledge to give the only kind of mas­ 
sage that will attain the desired end.

Suicide Says Belief in Man 
and 
E arths 
Beauties 
Satisfies the Soul 
of Man 


MINNEAPOLIS, Nor. 6 .— “ To call 
God a force in nature, which is be­ 
coming ho popular, is just as absurd 
as to call th#* czar of Russia electri­ 
city or the Kins of England m agne­ 
tism. 
God m eans a ruler, viz, a 
person and if science has dem onstrat­ 
ed thbt no such person can exist, 
then why transfer this nam e over 
to the natural forces of the uni­ 
verse?’* 
This is part of a farewell letter 
written by Paul Johnson, an athe­ 
ist who is dead here today, a suicide. 
Ill health Is said to have driven him 
to swallow carbolic acid. 
Johnson was 22 years old. 
He left

be had planned to end his life.
